There- are two extremes In the at- 
titude ot the amateur towards the 
drama — and a happy medium. "Art 
lor art's sake" appears at one end of 
the Une, as a form of superficial men 
tal gymnastics which, In the end 
means absolutely nothing; at the 
. other extreme wc have "Art for life's 
sake" which sails over the heads of 
everyone and again means — nothing. 
In the middle we have "Art for 
Heaven's sake" the subject of the ad 
dress by D. M. Legate, critic of ama- 
teur drama .for the Montreal Dally 
Star, who spoke to the Player's Olub 
yesterday afternoon. 

Mr. ' Legate first, sketched the at- 
mosphere of psuedo-lmportanoe which 
has arisen about the amateur drama- 
tUta who are here to "educate the 
people by means of the drama". They 
are so overcome with the sense of their 
own Importance, and the fact that 
they are artists, that they faU to 
realize the theatre as a business. To 
tliem all is art and when they drag It 
backstage, ''art;;.for art's sake becomes 
a little cancerous". 

Develop Penoiullty 
What the "Little Theatre" should 
really do for the amateur Is to de- 
velop his personality. Any art Is 
merely a medium for the development 
of one's self.'ahd the drama Is the 
greatest medium of all. The three 
things which are of prime hnportance 
are: inteUigence; a sense of humour; 
and an attitude of.^eihaveias much 
to l3am from thl^teOTSl'lence " 
With these behind him the amateur 
welL fltted to begin to learn. |or 



McQill Professor 
Visited European 
University Centres 

^BTBR « four months' tour of 
Europe Professor P. E. Lloyd, 
chairman of the department of 
botany at McGlU, dhrector of the 
Biological Building, and fonncr 
president ot the Royal Society of 
Canada, returned to the university 
yeirterday. 

He remarked that although, due 
to the depression, there Is a short- 
age of funds for scientific work, an 
extensive program of original re- 
search Is being carried out in 
Europe, particularly in the British 
Isles. 

Professor Lloyd visited university 
centres in Holland, Germany, 
Czechoslovakia, Austria,. .-^England. 
Scotland, Wales and I^^Jfimd 
lectured at practically alfThe' &i- 
tlsh universities. He received an 
honourary degree of Doctor of 
Science from the University of 
Wales, Cardiff. He also presided 
over the botany section at the an- 
nual meeting of the British As- 
sociation.

The principle of these 
were the Armistice week ceremon- 
ies in Toronto in which he, as 
former General of. Canadian forces 
in the Great War, was to have of- 
ficiated. 

It Is fortunate that many de- 
cisions of vital importance to the 
University were settled while Sir 
Arthur was able to make them, es- 
pecially those concerning economy 
and lack of funds.

Cathode Ray Tubes 
Studied In Lecture 

Doctor Keys Tells Of Recent 
Discoveries In Physics 

"Cathode Ray OscUiographs" was 
the subject of the second Physical 
Colloquium delivered yesterday, by Dr. 
D. A. Keycs. 

"^^îSê^^^^ and special illus- 
trations the''lecturcr gave an Inter- 
esting review of the various types of 
cathode ray tubes,. Includtag a few of 
recent discovery.. This oscUlographs 
were cjassifled uiuler hlgji and low 
voltagel'- in the tubes referred to the 
idea, is' to carry the current between 
the termliials by Ionized particles. The 
cathode rays produced are brought to 
• focus by yaryhig the openhig through 
which they pass, or by changing the 
voltage at which the system operates. 

At the conclusion of the 'address a 
practical demonstration was made; An 
oscillograph was connected to a micro- 
phone which recorded different sounds 
and caused a consequent change in 
'the asclUatory fluorescence in the 
cathode tube.

The nearest one can approach to a 
definite explanation of the I.S.S. is 
to say that it exists to bring univer- 
sity men and women into touch with 
the real world, and to help them rea- 
lise their responsibilities as the intel- 
lectual leaders of society. Naturally 
such a broad field Involves several 
different kinds of activities, as new 
subjects for Investigation are continU' 
ally being opened up, and new prob' 
lems have to be tackled. The program 
for the I.S.S. drawn up this summer 
contains five departments:— 
University Research 

1) University Research. It was found 
imiwsslble to help university people 
to realise themselves as such imless 
they had some Idea of why they were 
at a university, and what a university 
really was. Accordingly much study 
has been given to the problem 
of the place of the university In our 
modern changing society, and to the 
overcrowding of universities and the 
unemployment of their graduates. 

2) CuUnral Co-operation and Inter- 
national Studies. This department 
exists to help students and professors 
of each country to reach a better un 
derstanding of each other's point of 
view. It is hoped that this vrlll bring 
about a sinccfl-e collaboration of the 
younger generation based on the con 
sciousness of such differences as exist 
and not on Senthnental international 
Ism. 

Includes Study 

3) Student Self-help and Co-openi' 
tlon. This Includes the study and eu' 
couragement of student health service, 
student houses, loan funds for needy 
students, and all other kinds of stu- 
dent corporations. 

4) Social Service and Work Service. 
This Is a comparatively new depart- 
ment interested in the relations be- 
tween university people and the rest 
of society. Good work has been done 
In the special field of work camps for 
students and young unemployed. 

5) Student Relief. Since its founda- 
tion after the Great War, the IfiS. 
has done much valuable work in the 
relief of destitute students especially 
those who, for political reasons have 
been forced to leave their own coun- 
tries. At present the IJ3.S. is under- 
'taklng this work in Germany in a 
postively neutral sphlt. If a new sit- 
uation arose, and those in power in 
Germany now were forced to flee the 
countiy, the IBS. would also be will- 
ing to help them.

ductlon could be made quite success- 
ful and still keep well w'ithln the 
limits imposed by the money at, their 
dlsposiU. . They state that there is no 
reason that this well-known opera 
should not be a success, both artistic- 
ally and financially.

Newfoundland has /or generations 
been the country wMdi depends most 
for Its existence on V fisheries yet she 
has the Unenviable dlstihction of be- 
ing the oiily countriy|for forty years 
not to have a research bureau. This 
was changed In 1930 when an experi- 
mental atatiori was established which 
has since been canrying on a . wide in- 
vestigation into the|fisheries of the 
cquntiy. . pr.;T(^|ge^ a gen 
il survey of thelwf|jÇbf this bureau 
outlining the varloiis - phases of the 
research. 

Study of Life 

The salmon fishery has been thor- 
oughly .investigated' and the. life his- 
tmy ot the salmon traced so that a 
moire complete icnowleilge of their'mt 
gratlons has been ob^ined. Thus an 
exceptionally large niunber of salmon 
in a river in one year will enisure 
large number some ^ears later when 
the young-fish rètui* to spawn. This 
is oit great help in deiërmbiing catches 
from year to year, 'i 

With.regard to the cod-fishery 
study has been made of the water 
temperatures which the fish prefer 
and of th ejaaigAtl ohs. The value of 
this workl^ipWw^ jjy the fact that 
in' 1929, the" French fishermen on the 
advice' of. scientists il^went north to 
areenland-'atidr'"^^ càtishés;

iF ESPECIAL interest to us today is 
the assertion made by Walter, later 
in pne of his works concerning that re- 
-markable period in the history oï world 
^oilture, the Renaissance. He writes in 
iiis book, "The Renaissance" that "one of 
the .strongest cliaracteristics of that out 
break of the reason and the imagination, 
of that assertion of the liberty of the 
heart, . . . was its antii^omianism, its spirit 
ot rebellion and revolt against the moral 
^PjSnd religious ideas of the time." This ira- 
■■^ ^mediately strikes the eye of the student 
î'êî of' modern ethical and religious problems, 
inasmuch as we too, for better or for 
V^ N worse, find ourselves In the throes of a 
'^■^•^' j volte-face against traditions and principles 
that have been handed down to us. 
! .. It is quite natural for us to want 
.change of some kind, in no matter what 
^aspect of life. People grow accustomed 
pi?:;Vt6 the habitual, and are ever anxious to 
" ft^ldiscard the old garb for a new one. The 
.history of the world is no.moi|ethan a re 
cord of changing events aridoM^OTrang 
ed chronologically with due regard to their 
causes and effects. A a rule, we do not 
..^y' cojnsider always whether or not these 
. Ipfciwnges are to our advantage; we are 
|;^Os|'merely satisfied with a replacement of 
^ something for that which we have grown 
llt:^? '; too familiar, and for which we have lost 
. our taste. 

The Renaissance, like all movements, 
whether in the cultural, political or reli- 
■gious sphere, was a period of reaction 
against the existing order. It sought to 
^-|u 4 break down the limits set by the rigidity 
the Middle Ages, to shatter all hind- 
ranee, to free and unimpeded expression, 
;and to destroy with ja^xsweep the narrow 
; bounds and inhibitions forced upon society 
'by some higher authority. At the same 
, time, however, it endeavoured to replace 
' what it had overthrown by that "outbreal 
of, the reason and the imagination" and 
M^M- * complete revival of learning. 

It was inevitable that the moral and 
religious ideas of the time should be dis- 
regarded and also attacked by the great 
' sponsors of this rebirth of learning. These 
■were partly the very ideas which consti- 
tuted the barrier across which they had 
t6 pass in order to accomplish their end. 
; They, in truth, are responsible for the 
re-awakening in religious matters, and it 
vis back to them that most historians search 
ÉfÔr the seed of the Reformation. 

Today no one is blind to the fact that 
J. ' * religion no longer has the same hold on 
; society as in previous generations, and 
life: ; that Victorian conventions- and ethics are 
Ipl^^'ivheld in no esteem whatsoever. The "dis- 
Ipji^jfaolutiou of our ancestral order" is being 
j,g^jjj,gjl and more by all who are 

ling to avert it. But, unlike the fathers 
Ihio Renaissance, we have not found a 
.^.proper substitute for this older authority 
j||^;<v which we refuse to recognize any Ipjigéri! 

to overthrowing one power, one regime, 
Li<ljs V look about us for one to replace it, but 



A Very Private Life 

It is rather appalling to envision an age when 
the plays of that deUghtful madcap, Noel Coward, 
must be taken down from dusty shelves, and pored 
over under study lamns to refresh the memoi7 of 
their fleeting charm. Although his plays are 
things of the moment, and although In later pre- 
faces the early comedies — "The Young Idea", 
Home Chat'", "Tills Was a Man", and Sirocco" — 
arc deprecated by their author, they are land- 
mark^ioLtheir age, and milestones on Mr. Coward's 
cari^Pnîè contemporary wit and polish of Shaw 
and Maugham have tarnished with the years, but 
there is a personal note in Coward that defies 
perish. 

Once literature became subjective aud self- 
conscious, I doubt if any author has been able to 
dissociate himself completely from his works. Cer- 
tainly one of the most fascinating pursuits for 
the reflective reader or the student of behaviour 
is the . conjecturing of liow much Is fictional and 
how much biographical in those works. It remains 
for some clever person, who knows him very well, 
to tell us as much about Mr. Coward. Patrick 
Braybrooke's recently published portrait, "The 
Amazing Mr. Noel Coward", is, one feels, but » 
miniature study, unsatisfactory because incomplete. 
All such attempts must fail from the very neces- 
sity of thehr one-sidedness. Verily one never knows 
everything about anyone until after he is dead, — 
a paradox that cxplalas at once the continued in- 
terest for some in history, and its seeming ihustl- 
ness to others. 

All this, by way of preface to the very able 
performance of "Private Lives", performed this 
week at HIs^Majésty'B ■nieatre, la which the gay 
and spirltocl'^me&lonnc, Madge Kennedy, recreates

her original Broadway role. If anyone should 
know her author, this actress should, for Coward 
himself rehearsed Miss Kennedy and Otto Krutf-r 
to succeed the special opening performances given 
by lilmself and Gertrude Lawrence. It is an old 
iootUght adage that nowhere does one's real na- 
ture show itself more fully than during rehearsals. 

Mr. Coward has lived a full life, and it ha? 
not always been a happy one. Prom a failure to 
realize high ideals, despair will often result. His 
quickly-dashed-off, popularly-written, "Cavalcade", 
as Is well-known. Is a satire Ihlnly-dlsgulsed with 
sentiment, — and an Immense ssll-out. But It 
was into his lesser-known "Post Mortem" that he 
poured all the sincerity of . his soul and the best 
writing of his pen, — a commercial failure. In- 
deed he has reason to be bitter. There are people 
who violently object to reading Into a play what 
may not be obvious. Mr. Coward's plays can stand 
this, for unconsciously perhaps, he' speaks again 
and again his real mind. The frightful despond- 
ency that creeps Into his work, just for a moment 
when the laughter dies away, reveals lils exceed- 
ing sénsltlvity. Listen to Elyot of "Piivate Lives": 
"What does It all mean, that's what I ask 
myself in my ceasetottWw^^mriJJdtimate truth. 
Dear God, what doesTlE^au'^n?" 
And for his deep romantic strain: 
•'My, heart broke on that damned trip 
around the world. I saw such beautiful tilings, 
darUng. Moonlight shining on old Temples, 
strange barbaric dances in jungle villages, scar- 
let flamingoes flying over deep, deep blue water. 
Breathlessly lovely. And completely unexciting 
because you weren't tber« to see *them with 
me." 

A moment later, a bitter violent jest covers 
up thU baring of the soul. 

Has Mr. Coward a philosophy? I do not be- 
Ueve he has. At present he lives a life of excite- 
ment that covers a hope. And the essence of that 
life can be summed up in Elyot's ejaculation: 
"You mustn't be serious . . . it's just what 
they want — all the futile moralists who try to 
make life unbearable. Laugh at them. Be flip- 
pant. Laugh at everything, aU theh: sacred 
shibboleths. Flippancy brings out the acid in 
tlieir damned sweetness and light . . . Let's be 
superricial nd pity the poor Philosophera. 
Let's blow trumpets and squeakers, and enjoy 
the party as much as we can, like very small, 
quite idiotic school-children." 
But there Is hope for him. In the recent "Do- 
sign for Living", Gilda ■ tells i-eo that Otto, in his 
plays "flips along with easy, swift dialogue, but 
doesn't go deep enough." Such a self-crltlclsm is 
a sign or rt32p thought and serious thinking. 

"Private Lives" was given a swiftly-paced, 
breafnlsss p'jncrmance, adroitly timed to wring- the 
maximum ol laus'ntcr fioni the Unes and the in- 
terpretation of Ihem. Perhaps it Is not generally 
known that Miss Kennedy gave valuable assistance 
In the direction of tbe play. None better qualified. 
Indeed, to interpret it as the author Intended it 
should be done. Any slacking of the fast and furi- 
ous tempo would have been disastrous, for it is 
generally agreed of what thin cloth the piece is 
woven.. And the very romantic, finely emotional 
bits in the first act wci-e the better by contrast. 

What is thero. In this little comedy of "two 
people who love each other very much" that has 
made it so widely popular? Is it the brilliant 
epigrammatic dialogue, tliat certain membsrs of the 
audience seem to await, théir .nipuths cpeii, pre- 
pared to gloat over? Is it the,^irmU«jM- of the 
business, for Instance, that tênïfib battlè'tiiat con- 
cludes the second act? Is it the honesty with which 
tho theme, — a sudden, miaccountable reawaken- 
ing of a dead love, — Is treated? Is It tho fidelity 
with which tlio characters arc drawii, the way in 
which they are shown alike hi their good and 
their bad moments, In sucli a fashion that they 
become completely human and loveable? Is it all 
of these, or is lb none of these? Sufficient that 
it amuses, that it Is beUèvable,' and that it channs. 
Eacii per.son wiU liave his own view, and each will 
resent the viewpoint of another. Buj^j^f^who 
know its author and his record, will reSoPw^por 
and nidre poignant meaning into the play.

bear Sir: 

In view of the titanic struggle 
^lilch is to take place tomorrow after- 
noon between our team., and another 
team, it might be worth our while. to. 
relax in our estimation of the possi- 
bilities, and the probabilities of the 
game and to spend some time on the 
conteipplation of that humble, insig- 
nificant participant— the ball. 

Somehow no one ever considers the 
ball. It is taken for granted! Occas- 
ionally, when it Is lest, strayed or 
stolen there is a great hullabaloo; but 
then another is always found to re- 
place it and tlie noise soon dies down. 
Yet the ball is ah important factor- 
most important! When a man fumbles 
he is generally considered a clumsy 
Idiot. Occasionally the ball is blamed, 
but generally it is the man. The fact 
that thie ball was greasy and slipped 
when it was supposedly secure are of 
small import. "The crowd neVer looks 
to it for its blood, anyway. Their at- 
titude towards the pigskin never var- 
ies, whether it escapes from those en- 
circling arms wliicli try to squeeze out 
its last breath, or not. 

Then tliere is tiie question of these 
placement kicks— the kind that bounce 
back. The ones which make the 
crowd gasp, "Ah! if he'd only W^^i 
a little harder!

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Guatemalan Ruins 
Yield Treasures 
Of Great Value 

Ann Arbor, Mich.— Several ancient 
Mayan tovms, hitherto unexplored, 
were discovered by C. L. Lundcll, re- 
search asMctoieifeUiC: botanical gar- 
dens. anPS^^uart, instructor In 
the zoology department, members of 
the 1933 Biological Expedition of the 
. Carnegie Institution of Washington 
and the Mu:eum of Zoology, to the sa- 
vanna country in the department of 
Peten, Guatemala. 

The ruins of a town, which the ex- 
pedition determined must have flour- 
ished between 1450 and 1696 A.D.. were 
discovered by the expedition near La 
Libertad. It was compo:cd, Lundcll 
sold of stone oavcd plazas, low 
mounds, terraces, and courts which 
;xten(l cd |Oyer an area of about one by 
two*SnHeS^The remains were named 
"Chakantun" after the Mayan Chak- 
an, wWch means savanna and tun, 
stone. 

Another site, which will bo known 
as "Polol" after a .settlement in that 
district, yielded considerably more ma- 
terial, of archcologlcai interest was 
foiuid about four miles south of La 
Libertad where the expedition £.et up 
headquarters in late March, 1933. Fif- 
teen Stelae, or date stonc.s. of the an- 
cient Mayans were found, which es- 
tablished the date of the city at about 
BOO A.D. South of the central plaza 
where the Stelae were found hi a great 
terraced and templed pyramid which 
.Is about 140 feet high. Forest trees, 
w'hlch glow to enormous size In ' this 
country, covered tho pyramid as well 
ns the other mounds. 
■ Stuart and Lundcll brought back 
'about 10,000 herbarium sixïclmcns, 
many of them original. Photogiaplis 
^wcro taken of chai'acteristic vcgeta- 
*llbnal zonos, the plant associations 
were studied, aJid vernacular names 
; obtained whenever posdblc. Zoological 
,j specimens numbering about 1500, 
fej^snakes,, lizards, birds, turtles, frogs 
"I'-'oaiid Inscuts, with obrcrvations on life 
' -'history, distribution, and relationships. 
One of the main objects of the ex- 
pedition was to determine whether or 
not the open country of Peten is true 
■ savanna. It whs probably bm-ned over 
and cultivated by the ancient Mayans 
and has been kept down by annual 
i' burning, he said,

"Cannot Know 
Much Biology" 

Vancouver, B. C. — The qu^3tlon of 
evolution raised its head and wallcd 
luEtily about the campus last week. 
Members of ilic Biology depsrtmeiit 
arc rather inclined to agree with the 
recent Ubysiey editorial as regards 
the lecture given by Dr. Rllcy lo^t 
week. 

It would appear that Dr. Riley 
comes from Minnoîota. Ho must be 
one of those prophets who arc not ap- 
preciated In thch- own country, for 
W'hen the Fundamentalist campaign 
took place in Minnesota a few years 
ago. Dr. A. R. Brown of Vancouver 
was called in to aszist. There does not 
sccni to bo any record of Dr. Rllcy u 
name. 

Dr. Hutchinson and Dr. Fraser have 
called attention to certain other facts, 
censuring Dr. Riley's attitude as weak 
and his reasons for his statements as 
still weaker. There are several hun- 
dred varieties of roses In existence at 
present which were completely un- 
known ten years ago. Perhaps Dr. 
Pvlloy can explain how they origin- 
ated. There have been sclentLts "on 
the spot" watching their evolution. 
Also, in the central states of America 
(perhaps in Minnesota itself) there 
has been created and perpetuated a 
curious animal known ns a "mule- 
footed pig." Another puzzler for Dr. 
Rlleyl 

Dr. Hutchinson and Dr. Fra:er have 
given it a-s their opinion that Dr. Riley 
cannot know a great deal about Bio- 
logy, for they state; tliat tliosc who 
know most about biological studies be- 
lieve in evolution.

A baby coos to dcveiope Its tone 
code. Each tone in this code expresses 
a definite feeling. In order to have 
his wants satisfied he uses a certain 
tone. In times of stress, the tone he 
uses receives immediate notice. 

It is this tone wlilch corresponds 
to that of an adult. Under severe 
emotional stress, an adult can often 
control other people by the quality of 
his voice alone. Instinctively know- 
ing that he would feel uncomfortable 
in vocalizing alone, he uses words as 
well. 

"Profanity is often little. more than 
a meaningless' USD of words which al- 
lows the speaker to vocalize and exer- 
cise his tone code. Since he has reached 
the linguistic stage of development he 
swears.

A s'lnglo plirosc rises 
above the rumble of the drums — a 
phrase of strife and of con- 
quest. Not until the vei7 end is there 
a hint of the peace and quiet that is 
to follow. 

But slowly the- dawn apiiroache; and 
as the sun casts its rays into the ^loom, 
tlie conflict has ceased. Perhaps the 
next two movements arc of the soli- 
tude of a deserted- battle-field, or' per- 
haps it is the solitoiT observer who 
meditatss. 

And then -the Heavens open— to the 
accompanlriîénfipr: strange pizzicato 
passages— and angels, like the ancient 
Valkyrie, descend to carry man to the 
eternal .Walhalla.

Finally 
out of diiii there ariscs,a hymn in a 
spirit of resignation and a deep inward 
joy. We are left with a glowing, if not
